Arrangements have been made to have a} 
deputy collector of Internal Revenue at the 
court room in the town hall on Thursday, 
March 7 from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. for the pur 
pose of assisting local persons liable for 
federal income tax returns 

This service is part of a state-wide plan put 
into effect by Acting Collector Thomas B 
Hasset to arrange convenient points for tax 
payers to file returns and no charge is in

All persons receiving for the calendar year 
1934 $1000 or more if single or head of a 
family, and $2500 or more if married are 
required to file returns

Another chapter in the history of the junior 
high school problem in Andover came to a 
close Monday night when the town voted to 
increase the original $406,000 appropriation 
by $98,000 at a special town meeting which, 
save for the time when the votes were actu 
ally being taken, savored very much of a 
political rally. The vote on the school building 
proposition, unanimously approved by the 
school committee, the building committee, 
the finance committee and the Parent 
Teacher council, was 485 to 5. The meeting 
lasted but forty-five minutes. 

The town hall was crowded for the special 
meeting, and this provided an opportunity 
for some of the candidates for selectmen to 
expound their views ostensibly on the school 
question but actually against the other candi 
dates, with the result that moderator Fred 
Butler finally stated thac “ All of the speakers 
80 far have been out of order,” 

Chairman Frank H. Hardy of the building 
committee opened the meeting with a brief 
statement as to the necessity for the addi- 
tional appropriation, and then moved that 
$98,000 be appropriated to complete the 
project, with the proviso that if a thirty 
percent grant is received the appropriation is 
to be reduced by the amount of the grant. 
Harold C, Dunn seconded the motion 


Political Tinge to Meeting 

John Holmelund, candidate for selectman, 
was immediately on his feet to oppose the 
project. He charged that the architect was 
incompetent, upon which the moderator 
called him to order, He said that he didn’t 
think that the $98,000 was necessary, because 
all that was actually needed to be done in 
connection with the heating was to “tear out 
one wall in the Samuel Jackson school and 
put an extra boiler in there,” the cost to be 
merely $2500, Then he ended with another 
shot at the architect, following which Milton 
Chambers, candidate for Board of Public 
Works, moved that a “rising vote of confi- 
dence be given the architect.’ The moderator 
ruled this out of order, but said it might be 
taken up under article three 

The next speaker was another candidate 
for selectman, Charles B. Roberts, who criti 
cized the building committee for the delay 
which had made Andover “the laughing 
stock of other towns and cities in the state.” 
He then charged “inefliciency on the part of 
those in charge,’ which foreed the moderator 
to call him to order, Nevertheless, he con 
tinued with ever-mounting oratorical efforts, 
to accuse the building committee of having 
“squandered $30,000," and this on a project 
which was to be a “war memorial to com- 
memorate the illustrious dead.” He stated 
that at a meeting of the James Otis club 
when the architect and the building com 
mittee were present, there had been dis 
covered “a nigger in the woodpile,” Then he

A certain fungus, Graphium ulmi, is the 
cause. The growth of the fungus fills the living 
wood so rapidly that the flow of the sap is 
stopped and the branches wilt, causing the 
leaves to turn brown and fall off. Within the 
wood the fungus grows at a rate of eleven to 
twelve feet in 24 days and it was found that 
trees can be killed within two months after 
the first infection, Dry summers are favorable 
for the fungus because the trees are weaker 
in resistance, 

The spores are carried by an insect, the 
elm bark beetle, which attacks first weak and | 
sick branches. From there it flies to the other } 
and healthy parts of the trees. When the 
fungus is present in a branch, the spores are 
eaten and thus carried inside and outside the | 
insect to all parts to which the beetle flies or | 
crawls. This beetle is present in the whole | 
northeastern United States and it will be only 
a matter of time, when spores will be carried | 
to parts of the country where the fungus has | 
not yet been found. 

When I was in Germany last year I 
studied the Dutch Elm disease, how it 
spread and how it is fought. I was sadly 
astonished to see all the city streets, parks 
and gardens where elms stood ten years ago, 
without the wonderful arches of those large 
elm trees, which I remember since I was a 
boy. The elms are doomed and for the sake of 
saving the uninfested trees, all other ones 
were cut down, It would certainly be a 
terrible experience, if we were to lose in our! 
New England towns the trees which make the 
towns what they are 

Experience in Europe showed there is no | 
remedy to fight the disease but the ruthless 
cutting and burning of every infested tree or 
part of a tree, If one branch is infected, it is 
better to sacrifice the whole tree, In one city 
in Germany, in Hannover, it was possible to 
stop new outbreaks by the strict eradication 
of all sick and questionable elms. And only 
the cooperation of the officials and the people 
could secure such a success. Prevention is the 
only weapon we have. Since the beetle, which 
carries the fungus prefers sick or dead 
branches before it goes on other parts, it is the | 
logical thing to see that the tree is in a 
healthy condition through proper pruning, 
treating of wounds and cavities and fertilizing } 
to insure a healthy, resistant growth | 

If we can reduce the attacks of the beetle | 
we also reduce the chance for an infection | 
with the fungus to a minimum, Then, when 
we find infected branches or trees, these}

The first sign of infection is in summer the 
wilting and browning of leaves and the con- 
sequently dying of the branches.

Five Cent Fare 
Discussed at Club 


Garfield S. Chase, manager of the Law 
rence district of the Eastern Massachusetts 
Street Railway company, spoke in connection 
with the possibility of the five-cent fare be 
tween Shawsheen village and Andover 
square at the meeting of the Service club last 
night. The club, under the leadership of J.} 
Augustus Remington, has been conducting an 
investigation of the five-cent fare. 

Mr. Chase was inclined to feel that there 
was very little possibility of the reduced 
rate’s being put into effect. He stated that the 
Lawrence division suffered a $70,000 loss last 
year. In April a check was made on the pas 
senger count between Shawsheen and An 
dover square and between the square and 
Porter road. It was found that with a five 
cent fare between the village and the square 
about $50 a week would have to be made up, 
and with a five cent fare between Porter road 
and the square only about $4 a week would 
have to be made up. Accordingly, the road 
dropped the fare for the latter distance and 
maintained it at ten cents for the former 
stretch,
